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Goof spreads across Gooding County

GOODING - Taxing districts in Gooding 
County arc going to be a little short of funds 
this year - about $700,000 short. 

A mistake in computing last year’s tax 
levies - a mistake that was overlooked by 
several officials - has left the county a tad 
short and has some on the public payroll a 
little worried. 

“It’s going to be very difficult, almost 
devastating, to a lot of the districts," County 


Clerk John Myers said Saturday. “As far as 
wc know, it cannot be recovered at all." 

Because of the error, Myers said, tax 
levies in Gooding County arc about 16 
percent lower than they would have been. 

That means good news for taxpayers, but 
bad news for districts throughout the county 
that were depending on extra funds. 

As a result of the error, the county 
commissioners’ budget will get about 
S200.0.00 less than expected, Myers 
estimated, while the city of Gooding and the 
Gooding School District will each gel about 


SI 00,000 less than their budgeted amounts.. 

The rest of the shortfall will spread across 
the county’s other taxing-districts, including 
its hospital, recreation districts and cemetery 
boards. 

Myers said the mistake occurred when the 
amount of the homeowners’ exemption was 
not subtracted from taxing district values. 

As a result, tax levies were based on the 
county’s total valuation of S279 million. 

The levies should have been based on the 
total valuation minus $42 million, the

Bush faces 
tougher job 
in ’92 talk

WASHINGTON — One year ago. 
George Bush went before Congress as the 
confident leader of a powerful global 
coalition, his popularity headed for record 
heights as he orchestrated the campaign to 
drive Iraq from Kuwait. : 

But the mood and the focus will be far 
different Tuesday night when Bush returns 
for his 1992 State of the Union speech. A 
lingering recession lias sent the president's 
support plummeting and forced his attention 
to domestic issues as lie begins his re- 
election campaign. 

In a sense, the contrast epitomizes the first 
three years of the Bush presidency. Since 
Bush entered the White House, he has coped 
far more successfully with the revolutionary 
events abroad than with the more intractable 
problems at home. 

“His achievements have been rather’ 
substantial in foreign policy,” said 
Brookings Institution analyst Stephen Hess, 
a veteran of several Republican 
administrations. "This is undoubtedly a 
much safer world than when he look office." 

But, Hess added, "It would be rather hard 
to find any achievements on the domestic 
front. Domestically, it's been a case of 
: treading water.” 

Democrat Stuart Eizcnstat. a lawyer and 

.-top adviser to President Jimmy. Carter. .... 
agreed. 

“We have had cataclysmic changes in 
foreign policy which have been adroitly 
handled,” he said. “Given that, it's diffidiilt 
to square it with how poorly .they've done 
on the domestic side.” 

Since Bush entered the White House on 
Jan. 20, 1989. he has had to deal with the 
end of 40 years of Soviet domination over 
Eastern Europe, the reunification of 
Germany and, finally, the collapse of the 
Soviet Union itself. 

His tenure has seen a continued 
resurgence of democracy from Central 
America to South Africa. And Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein's takeover of 
Kuwait in August 1990 prompted him to 
mobilize an unprecedented international 
coalition that drove out the invaders seven 
months later. 

| At home, however, the Bush tenure stands 
in marked contrast to the activism of the 
early years of his predecessor. President 
Ronald Reagan. After promising he 
wouldn’t raise taxes. Bush delayed any 
major effort to deal with the massive federal 
budget deficit for 15 months, then was 
forced to reach a compromise that lias so far 
failed to produce significant results. 

And the long economic upswing that 
began in 1983 ground to a halt in mid- 1990. 
producing the nation’s longest — though far 
from steepest — recession since World War 
11 and eroding the record popularity Bush 
reached at the end of the Persian Gulf War 
last March. 

As a result, some presidential historians 
now doubt that Bush’s tenure will loom 
large in the long run.

NEW YORK — Russian President Boris Yeltsin 
said Saturday he intends lo stop targeting U.S. cities 
with nuclear missiles and no longer considers the 
United States a potential enemy. 

Yeltsin told ABC News that “we want to change 
our military doctrine" and "turn our intercontinental 
ballistic missiles away from all cities of the United 
States.” Yeltsin said he has informed President Bush 
of his intentions, will make a statement on the matter 
Monday and will do so again Friday at the United 
Nations Security Council in New York. 

The military posture of Russian leaders will be to 
“no longer consider the United States our potential 
adversary," Yeltsin told ABC. 

However. Yeltsin did not address the issue of 
Russian nuclear missiles pointed at U.S. military 
targets^

MANILA, Philippines — President Corazon 
Aquino on Saturday endorsed her former defense 
secretaiy in the May 1 1 presidential election, but her 


own party broke ranks and nominated a 
congressional rival. 

The moves divided Mrs. Aquino's backers and 
could enhance the chances of candidates associated 
with the late President Ferdinand Marcos — 
including the late president’s widow, Imclda.

County assessor Doyle Pugmirc set 
the valuations and gave them to 
Myers, who recorded the assessor 
figures on the Stale Tax Commission 
forms. 

Tlie Commission gave them a third 
"correct" certification. 

“So you could say the clerk missed 
il. lhc assessor missed it and the lax 
commission missed it." Myers said. 

Pugntirc said the main problem 
was that the Tax Commission 
changed their form of valuation. 

- . "It wus u little umbiguuis. the way 
il was written." he said. "When 
(Myers) took the information off of 
my computer printout, he had 
inadvertantly put gross values in a net 
column.” 


Pugmirc said that when the 
valuation came back to him for 
checking, he did not setj the error 
because of the way the instructions 
were written on the form. 

To make matters worse, he said, 
the staff at the Tax Commission was 
all new this year. They were given a 
copy of the assessor's computer 
printouts along with the completed 
new form, but. once again, the forrn^ 
wus misread and the error was nof 
caught. 

. Pugmirc said County 
Commissioners, too. checked the 
form before it was sent to the state 
but did not see the error and. when 
the form was returned, the treasurer 
also did not sec the mistake. 

"The system of checks and 
balances failed." he said. 

"We knew there was an increase of 
the valuation of Gooding County of 
about nine percent this year." Myers 
said. "Property values had gone up: 
so we assumed. that was why. the 
(valuation) sheet was higher than lust 
year." 

The error came to light lust week 
when the county began to certify 
funding back to the districts. 


"I imagine the school districts will 
have to immediately try for override 
levies," Myers said. "It's going to be 
pretty devastating on the Wendell 
School District, when they're trying 
to have a bond election for a new 
school." 

Highway and fire districts, which 
receive 100 percent of their funding 
from the county, will be hurting 
financially. Myers predicted.

Continued from Al 
merry-go-round of life." Esther says. 

The night of their son’s operation, 
Esther and Rick Loman stood on the 
balcony of their hotel room, unable to 
sleep, praying like mad. 

Esther recalls how. right after 
surgery, hospital staff wheeled a 
television set into Albic's room. He 
was drifting in and out of 
consciousness, and the television 
picture gave him something to focus 
on. 

But the program on the screen, an 
episode of "L.A. Law," depicted a 
girl with a brain tumor who had been 
told she had just a year to live. 

"1 looked at him and he looked at 
me and he said 'Ouch.' " Esther says. 

After two operations within a 
week. Albic was told he had to start 
^filiation treatments. They’d take 
place five days a week for six weeks.' - 

"They told me I'd go to the 
treatments in a wheelchair and come 
back in a wheelchair," Albic recalls. 
"But I told them I was going to walk 
in and walk out." 

He did better than that. Each day 
after the treatments, he’d ride his 
bicycle back to the apartment the 
Lomans had renicd in Salt Lake City. 

•'! rode 10 or 15 miles o day," 
Albic says. "That was just something 
I wanted to do to gel my coordination 
back." 

An accomplished pianist, Albic 
returned io lhc keyboard as another 
exercise in regaining his 
coordination, which was completely 
gone from the right side of his body. 
He now estimates he's back to 98 
percent coordination. 

That was enough, he thought, to go 


back. to school. He enrolled in a 
diesel mechanics class at the College 
of Southern Idaho, intent on an 
education and a career. 

Aficr eight weeks of headaches and 
fatigue, he had to drop out. though 
he’s determined to try again in the 
fall. 

Through it Jail, Albic says, inner 
strength, friends, his family and “fajth 
in God. lots of faith" have kept him 
going. ; 

And for now, he and his family live 
day to day. 

"Every day. I wake up and I look 
outside," Albic says. "I take u lot of 
time now to watch the sunset and 
watch the birds fly." 

• Albic tires easily and the headaches 
continue. His ordeal has left him 
more susceptible to everything from 
colds to a twisted knee, which he was 
nursing on his birthday. 

But there is reason for optimism: 
Albic’s last magnetic resonance 
imaging test in Salt Lake revealed his 
tumor has shrank. 

"There's tremendous hope,” Esther 
says. 

"People take too many things for 
granted," Albic says. “It’s nice just to 
stop and look around and be thankful 
for what you have. That’s what life's 
about."

Editorial 


Minnick’s right: Plan now 
for the Twin Falls we want 


Truism for community growth: If 
you don’t know what you want, you 
probably won’t get it. 

Walter Minnick, chief executive 
officer of TJ International, came to 
town last week and lectured the Twin 
Falls Area Chamber of Commerce on 
the need to plan. 

“You need to ask yourself how fast 
you want to grow and how big "you 
want to become,” he said. 

The advice may seem badly timed, 
coming just as u national recession 
threatens to drag down Twin Falls’ 
buoyant prosperity. But it’s good 
advice nevertheless, because long- 
range community planning must 
transcend short-term economic cycles. 

And Minnick’s premise is sound. 
Twin Falls, just now seeing some 
return on investments ih_economic 
development, 'shouldn’t wait for 
growth to become unmanageable 
before trying to manage it. 

Minnick's speech coincided with 
the six-part Associated Press scries on 
Western growth, which ran on our 
front page all last week. The series 
contained some worthwhile lessons 
for a community poised on the edge 
of transition. 

In California, so many people have 
been drawn by promises of a better 
life that thousands are fleeing- from a 
life that grows steadily worse. 

California is an extreme example, 
perhaps too extreme to be relevant. 
But look at Washington’s Green 
River Valley, where famed farmland 
now lies beneath parking lots and 
warehouses. 

And look at Oregon, where 17 years 
of hard-nosed land-use planning has 
not stopped or even slowed growth - 
but has channeled it in ways that 
planners at least hope arc positive. 


Oregon’s dubious "success is 
perhaps thobest that can be hoped for. 
In a free country such as ours, you 
can’t fence people out, and few in 
Twin Falls would contemplate such 
an attempt. " 

But planning for growth, 
anticipating it, steering it - that’s 
what Minnick was talking about. 

We’re already doing some of that. 
Local economic development officials 
aim at luring businesses that arc 
compatible with the local culture, 
economy and quality of life - not just 
any industry that flashes a wad of 
green. 

In fact. Twin Falls has an admirable 
history of looking ahead. Efforts in 
the 1960s to modernize and invigorate 
downtown are paying off a generation 
later, 'with one of the most energetic 
and vital cores to be found in any city 
our size. 

As the 1990s ripen, this generation 
has an opportunity to employ the 
same sort of foresight. Minnick 
suggested trying our own version of 
the Boise Future Foundation, a non- 
profit research organization that 
explores quality-of-lifc. issues. 

The current rewriting of the Twin 
Falls comprehensive land-use plan is 
another opportunity for community 
introspection. The key is broad-based 
citizen involvement. 

Far too many communities have 
made the mistake of dozing through 
growth - smugly pleased with 
prosperity and oblivious to the 
irreversible changes taking place in 
life-style, environment and the 
character of their neighborhoods. 

Change will come to Twin Falls.' 
Let’s make it the kind of change we 
can be proud of.

6 JFK’ movie ignores acoustic evidence that rules out 2 gunmen 


In the commotion over Oliver 
Stone’s “JFK” the past few 'weeks, 
supporters of St ohe’s contention of 
multiple gunmen occasionally, have 
quoted the 1979 conclusion of the 
—House Committee on Assassinations, 
that "scientific acoustical evidence 
establishes a high probability that 
two gunmen fired ut President John 
F. Kennedy." 

Have the sounds ofguriflrc that 
echoed in Dcalcy Plaza been 
preserved in recorded form? Docs 
the recording show that there were 
three gunshots, as the Warren 
Commission concluded, or more, as 
is key to Stone’s charge of 
conspiracy? 

In reality, the “acoustical 
evidence,” in the form of routine 
recordings of Dallas Police 
Department radio voice 
communications, gives absolutely 
no support to the multiple gunmen 
theory. This evidence has been 
• largely ignored during the recent 
controversy over the film. 

Stone's position depends heavily 
on the sounds of gunfire, although 
“JFK" does not refer directly to the

acoustic record. At a dramatic 
moment in the (fictionalized) film, a

assassination tells New Orleans 
District Attorney Jim Garrison that 
she heard between four and six

She goes on to say that shonly 
after the shooting, she told her 
version of events to a shadowy 
official who was, by implication, 
pan of a conspiracy. The man tells 
her, “That's impossible!" and 
suggests she should change her 
story. 

According to Stone’s script, shots 
rang out in rapid succession from 
multiple gunmen in Dallas’s Dcalcy 
Plaza, including from the infamous 
’’grassy knoll." 

Or did they? Nine years ago, the 
Committee on Ballistic Acoustics of 
the National Research Council 
reported unanimously that “reliable 
acoustic data do not support" th<5 
conclusion of the House committee

In all likelihood, the “gunfire” 
sounds were due to static on the 
police radio. 

The recorded sounds came from a 
microphone, presumably on a police 
motorcycle, that transmitted 
continuously for 5.5 minutes on 
Dallas Police Department Channel 


The Research Council committee, I . Using sound spectrograms and 
on which I served, was organized by other techniques, we examined the 
the National Academics of Sciences recording of this transmission.

The "gunshots" arc claimed to 
appear on Chunnel 1; but, ut the 
moment these "shots" appear, one 
hears indistinctly in the background 
the words "hold everything." 

A private citizen. Steve Barber, 
brought this fact to our committee's 
attention. Through digital signal 
processing techniques, we showed 
conclusively that “hold everything" 
is pan of a longer and perfectly clear 


phrase on Channel 2, "hold 
everything secure until the homicide" 
and other investigators can get 
there," one of a sequence of 
emergency communications that 
occurred approximately one minute 
"after life - ussassi nat ion; 

Other mulching sounds between 
tlie two recordings confirm this 
conclusion that the “gunshots" have 
nothing to do with the moments of — 
the assassination. 

Proponents of the two-gunmen 
theory huve attacked the conclusions 
of the Warren Commission 
regarding ballistics and other mutters 
and also have cited the acoustical 
evidence. Nonetheless, the recorded 
sounds of thie afternoon in Dallas 
speak for themselves. 

They offer no support for the 
theory that shots were fired from the 
grassy knoll.

Man, nature combine 
to poison Everglades 


.MIAMI (AP) — Man and nature 
have combined to poison the Ever- 
glades with toxic mercury . threaten- 
-ittu humans and chasing -wildlife 
from die River of Crass in south- 
central Florida, research suggests. 

Environmentalists, scientists and 
government officials caution they 
have far to go in explaining deadly 
levels of mercury- in Florida’s wet- 
lands. 

But studies presented at a mercury 
.conference last week point to man- 
made draining and flooding in the 
Everglades, eoupldd , with airborne 
mercury pollution and the area's 
unique biology. 

In large chough quantities, mer- 
cury causes brain damage and death 
in adults. Much smaller amounts can 
I i.i mi fetuses.' 

Humans are Earth's most suscep- 
tible victims. says Thomas Clarkson, 
director of environmental health at 
die l 'Diversity of Rochester., 

"There is something about the hu- 
man brain, the primate bruin, that at- 
tracts mercury." he said. "The main 
damage is to the central nervous sys- 
tem • - and we don’rKrtow why.” 

While liu inn ns arc more sensitive, 
all mammals are affected by mer- 
cury., including the endangered 
Florida panther. At least one panther 
it believed to have died from toxic 
ami >imi s i >f nwrcuiy. 

Sharp decline in wading birds in 
South Florida could be another re- 
•ailr of increasing .amounts of mer- 


cury found in the fish and shellfish 
they feed upon, scientists said. 

How mercury gets into the ani- 
mals is complicated and still contro- 
versial, but a growing body of re- 
search puts the region’s absorbent 
peat soil at the center of the process. 

Peat is a "giant sink” that absorbs 
mercury, whether released by man- 
or nature, said Duke University re- 
searcher Curt Richardson. Some 
nyercury is naturally' occurring, 
spewing out of volcanoes or leach- 
ing out of soil. 

"There's 5,000 years of mercury 
that is stored in the Everglades.” he 
said. 

Richardson and other scientists 
said -sediment samples show humans 
compounded the problem when mer- 
cury came into growing use after the 
Industrial Revolution. Now, unac- 
ceptable amounts are being poured 
into the environment, they said. . 

David Buff, an engineer doing u 
mercury emissions inventory for the 
state, said figures were tentative but 
estimated municipal trash incinera- 
tors, power plants and other sources 
pour 60,000 pounds of mercury into 
Florida’s air each year. 

The amount is likely to grow if 
more incinerators arc approved, he 
said. Much of the mercury comes 
from batteries, fluorescent light 
bulbs, older latex paints and possi- 
bly even fuels, many of which have 
never been tested for mercury con- 
tent, Buff said.

Q. I have lost my purpose for living since my wife died. What good am I anymore? 

A. It's natural to feel purposeless after a major loss. I often hear this lament when a spouse dies. 
There is such a total adjustment required that day-to-day life seems to have lost its meaning. 
We are cut off from everything we know as “normal” existence. Those in my bereavement group 
often hear my commentary on how each of us is a whole and complete person in our own right. 

We have a life and a purpose completely unconnected to the deceased. It is difficult to keep 
this in mind when we have lived a long time closely linked to another. The answer is to know 
that it is normal to feel bereft and alone for awhile. We can learn to help ourselves by reading 
self help guides and by attending a bereavement group, if possible. In time, with what we coll 
our “grief-work” behind us, wo can turn our aloneness into new opportunities.

Henson, Andrus clean aii^ over waste issues

BOISE — Even before he met with 
Gov. Cecil Andrus l( Dcputy Energy 
Secretary Henson Moore made it clear 
he’d. come to Idaho carrying tin olive 
branch." 

As Moore arrived for the “nuclear 
summit" with Andrus, he said the 
Department of Energy had no plans to 
move its facilities — and its thousands 
of jobs — from the Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory. 

The statement appeared to defuse a 
major concern of eastern Idaho 
residents, that Andrus’ battles against 
nuclear waste shipments could 
translate into lost jobs. 

Andrus also moderated his stance a 
bit, adopting a much more conciliatory 
attitude toward an agency he had often 
lambasted in his running battle to keep 
more nuclear waste from entering the 
state. 

For example, last February Andrus 
called DOE officials “lying so-and- 
sos" who could not be trusted to keep 
their promises about nuclear waste. 


Analysis 


A year later, Andrus is saying the 
summit produced “tremendous 
progress" toward resolving the stale's 
problems with a federal agency that 
controls nearly 13.000 high-paying 
jobs in eastern Idaho. 

So if nothing else. Moore's 80- 
minulc meeting with Andrus cleared 
the air. For months, the governor has 
led state efforts to keep nuclear waste 
from a commercial Colorado reactor 
from being trucked to Idaho for 
storage at IN EL. 

Republicans, led by senators Steve 
Symms and Larry Craig, have been 
alleging those efforts could cost jobs. 
A leaked Department of Energy memo 
seemed to indicate that the federal 
agency wns looking at possibly 
moving some operations elsewhere. 

People took the threats seriously, 
especially in easicrn Idaho. Andrus, 
pcrhnps Idaho's most popular 
politician, got an cxircmcly chilly 
reception in Idaho Falls in a public 
appearance earlier this month. 


But Moore laid' those fears to rest, 
snying lhc DOE had-.po plans for 
major moves at IN EL- other than 
reductions forced by the changing 
world political climate. 

Andrus stressed that point after his 
meeting with Moore. 

"No reduction in work force to go 
anywhere else: a normal reduction 
because of world situations," he said. 

Rep. Richard Stallings, who has 
sided with Andrus on the nuclear 
waste issue, Inst no lime in spreading 
the word. A day after tlie meeting. 
Stallings told a Twin Falls audience 
that any layoffs at IN'EI. were lltc 
rcsull of changing world conditions 
und not because of Andrus' battles 
with Energy. 

Tlie big winner in the whole alfair 
could be Craig, whose prestige and 
standing in the Idaho political scene 
has gone up because of his work on 
the summit. 

He set up the conference, convinced 
lire Department of Energy to send a 
top official to attend it. and ‘care fully 
mediated the spats between Moore and 
Andrus over procedure.

Si alehouse'. Afterward. Andrus

; A. “I don't know that it is without 
precedent. There have been other 
realignments ofyountics in i the past. 

"I haven't studied it. It would take 
statutory changes at the legislative 
level and it would probably also 
take changes in the Idaho 
constitution.

Q. Would it work? 

A. "1 think it will work. 

“There is an area that exists 
between the four cities that is 
probably four miles wide by four 
miles long. It hasn't been developed 
yet as u part'orany city, uui as tlTET 
time passes the cities are going to 
grow together and there is a real 
need for coordination of that growth 
in development of new facilities for 
sewer, water and roadways. We 
need to have comprehensive zoning 
so thin wc don't have incompatible 
uses jammed together within that 
area. 

“1 think we need to create a more 
compact city, so that we quit using 
so much of our farm land for urban 
grqwth.

Q. With two comparably sized 
communities like Burley and 
Rupert, how would you keep one 
from dominating the other in any 
kind of joint government 
arrangement? 

A. "Well, I think we would have 
to come up with some kind of plan 
of districting so you would have 
balanced representation. The city of 
Burley docs have a larger 
population than the city of Rupert 
and in some areas the city of 
Hcyburn almost runs into and 
becomes a part of north Burley or 
vice-versa. 

"In the short term. I think that will 
be a problem, but as l envision the 
growth of the area it won’t be too 
many years whether it’s 20. 30 or 40 
years when the cities will have 
grown together. So I think that 
problem will take care of itself in 
due course.” 


Q. If the.. two counties were 
consolidated, taxpayers in Acequia 
would end up paying for schools in 
Oakley, and vice-versa. Do you 
think they’d buy that? 

A. "The proposal I have does not 
address consolidation of the school 
systems or the irrigation districts. 1 
think those issues relating to 
management of schools and 
irrigation districts are different titan 
those relating to consolidation of 
county government. 

“Unless there is some important 
reason for trying the school systems 
I would not propose that at this 
lime. And because the irrigation 
districts may have water rights, 
which are different . from one 
another anti because they seem to be 
handling their own operational 
problems satisfactorily at the 
present I don't see a reason to try 
and consolidate irrigation districts* 
cither.

Suicide - 

The #2 Killer of Teenagers 



E very 65 seconds a teenager 
in this country attempts 
suicide. Every 90 minutes 
one succeeds. Last year 6.000 
tccnagere killed themselves, 
making suicide the second leading 
cause of adolescent deaths in this 
country, behind accidents. 

Romaics attempt suicide 8 times 
more often than males, however 
four times as many males arc suc- 
cessful in their attempts. A recent 
phenomenon is cluster suicides in 
which one suicide appears to trigger 
others within a group, such as a _ 
school or community. ' 

Understanding teenage suicide 
requires appreciating the stress 
facing adolescents during this 
period of change, crisis, and 
pressure. 

Biological and chemical changes in 
the body combined with fcais 
about sexuality, peer acceptance, 
intellectual and physical attributes, 
parental expectations, and 
uncertainties about the future to 
make this an extremely difficult 
period of life.

Teenagers comtcmplating suicide 
may signal their intentions through 
changes in behavior, including: 

• Changes in eating /sleeping 

- patterns - 

• Avoidance of nonnal activities 

• Angry outbursts /irritability 

• Tearfulness 

• Personality changes (from out- 
going to quiet or quiet to 

. active) 

• Seif abusive behavior (reckless 
driving, for example) 

• Use of alcohol or drugs 
. • Moodiness 

• Irrational or bizarre behavior 

• Talk of death 

• Suicidal threats or behavior 


commit suicide without signalling 
their intention. 

Some events that may precipitate 
suicide include the death or loss of 
a close friend or family member, 
the break-up of a rclationship/a 
loss of selfesteem or humiliating 
experience of some kind, parental 
disorder, separation or divorce. 

It should be noted, however, that 
feelings of depression or the intent 
to commit suicide may be un- 
related to any external events in 
tlie person’s life. 

If you suspect someone is consi- 
dering suicidti, take action imme- 
diately to get the person help.- If— 
you are a fricnd.of a teen, tel! his 
or her parents of your concerns, 
even if it meaas breaking u confi- 
dence or risking a relationship. 

If you ate a patent, don’t be afraid 
to ask your child if lie or siic is 
considering suicide, and don’t 
hesitate to ask for professional 
help. The depression that so often 
precipitates suicide is one of the 
most easily treated of all emotional 
and psychological problems.

"I didn’t see any Reason why I 
shouldn’t volunteer, so I did. Then I had to go 
and learn how to knit!"

"There never seemed to be a 
good time to stop," she says, so 51 years later at 
age 75, she is still at it. 

Basom — who now lives in Twin Falls — has 
done a variety of tasks for the Red Cross over the 
years, including a 20-year stretch as office, 
manager for the Sawtooth chapter.

She couldn’t 
go to the hospital because she had no one to stay 
with her other two children. And besides all that, 
she had no money. 

"So we got a hold of her husband who got 
money to her, and we found 'a neighbor to care 
for the kids so she could go to the hospital and be 
with the baby." Basom says. 

Ruth Young, present Red Cross chapter 
manager, nominated Basom and praises her 
efforts. 

"She has a lot of expertise in many different 
areas,” Young says. "She can do any of the jobs 
equally well."

Young also nominated Marvin Chamberlain, a 
Twin Falls accountant active in many community 
organizations. 

"He puts in just tons of hours doing projects,” 
Young says. "If there’s anything going on, 
Marvin’s almost always involved." 

, By his own reckoning. Chamberlain spends 10 
to 1 5 hours a week on volunteer work. "I enjoy 
it, even with all the flak that comes along with it 
at times," he says. 

Chamberlain is presently the local Kiwanis 
president, and he’s also led the local Elks Lodge 
and the Red Cross board of directors in recent 
years. t 

One of Chamberlain’s biggest involvements is 
in Scouting. He’s a Wcbclo leader for Cub Scout 
Pack 76 sponsored by the Elks Lodge, and he’s 
also active in Boy Scout Troop 86.

Giving children a home 

Janus McEwcn of Hazclton always wanted to 
have a big family. But she never dreamed just 
how big. 

McEwcn and her husband, Phillip, have two 
natural children, two adopted children and 
another girl they consider their daughter. But 
over the past two decades, the McEwens have 
taken in other children by the score as 
participants in the state’s foster and shelter care 
programs. McEwcn says she’s lost count, but she 
thinks the total is about 107. 

The McEwens were nominated' by Frannic 
McMahon, volunteer services coordinator for the 
Idaho Department of Welfare’s Family and 
Children’s Services office in Twin Fnlls. 

"The case managers can’t get over how easy 
they are to work with,” McMahon says. 

The McEwens are currently involved in shelter 
care for teen-age boys. Some have eases pending 
before the coarts; others arc under the state’s 
protection. For one reason or another, “most of 
them will never be able to go back to their 
homes,” McEwcn says. 

The boys arc placed in the shelter care homes 
on a temporary basis, usually for 30 to 45 days. 
During that time, their eases arc evaluated by 
social workers before the youths’.'ncxt step 
through the system. 

While at th’c McEwens’ home, .the boys 
experience a family atmosphere many have never 
before had. Friday nights, they all go to 
Skatcland in Twin Fnlls. Each boy also hns 
chores, and some boys help McEwcn cook the 
family’s large meals. 

McEwcn says people who want to work in 
foster or shelter care must care a lot about kids 
and know the children will have problems. 

Like most of the people interviewed, McEwcn 
says she doesn’t consider herself a hero. 

"It’s just something we’ve always done and 
it’s gotten to be a way of life,” she says.

In an effort to 
cut down the number of unplanned 
litters - those who usually end up 
being put to death - the local 
humane society is working with area 
veterinarians to provide low cost 
spaying and neutering 

In thc future. Simonds sees People 
for Pets’ work' continuing to 
concentrate both on animal control 
and public awareness. 

"We're working toward a more 
responsible pet-owning public." she 
says: “We want to make pet 
ownership a privilege, not 
something anyone should do unless 
their heart and soul and pockctbook 
arc into if;*’

Mary Tjuzciian.” streei~lady ,~dicd' 
quietly in a Boston hospital in July 
1985. two weeks after being hit by a 
taxicab outside a fashionable Back 
Bay hotel where she regularly pan- 
handled. 

A Camden. N J.. native, .Guzclian 
had for years lived on the sidewalks' 
and in the alleys of Boston. Hers was 
the sort of death that might well have 
gone unnoticed. 

But even as she was on her way to 
•the hospital that night, the case of 
Mary Guzclian became more com- 
plex. 

The bag she was carrying con- 
tained nearly S3. 9(H). most of it in SI 
'bills. 

After Guzclian died at age 68. from 
a blood clot, her will revealed that the 
woman who had wandered the city 
streets for years had left bags of mon- 
ey. bank accounts and other assets to- 
-taling about a half- million dollars. 

She left one dollar to a sister, and a 
petition filed with the will said that 
even that sister might be dead. * 

The primary beneficiaries, it turned 
out. were a'Boston state legislator and 
his top aide. Thanks jo a will made 
out in 1981. the two got a little under 
$ 200,000 apiece. A lawyer friend of 
. the stale legislator’s — the same at- 
torney who drafted the will — got a 
little over S40.000 in fees. 

Last fall, nearly six years after 
Mary Guzclian’s death, the FBI. 
which is now investigating the case, 
found her 72-ycar-old sister. Eliza- 
beth Scullin. a widow who lives in a 
suburb of Philadelphia and still works 
to iupport herself. 

It was loo late. 

She knew of her sister's death, but 
was shocked to learn of ihe money 
and had no idea how it had been ac- 
cumulated. 

In the years since her sister had 
died. Scullin learned, the money 
willed to the Boston politician and his 
aide had all boon spent. Scullin has 
hired an attorney and is contesting the 
will. If she succeeds. Scullin would 
become the rightful heir and might 
have a claim against the original ben- 
eficiaries. 

After Guzclian died there was little 
public attention to where Ihe money 
went. Bui in the fall of 1990. Rep. 
Kevin .Fitzgerald* 41, a Boston 
. Democrat and one of the beneficiaries 
of the will, ran for re-election. Ilis 
opponent raised questions about

whether Fitzgerald had improperly 
used his office for personal gain. 

Fitzgerald, widely touted as a fu- 
ture mayoral candidate in Boston, 
won ;rc-elcction, bul the scandal con- 
tinued to unfold. He was forced to re- 
sign as majority • whip of the Mas- 
sachusetts House late Just year. The 
resignation came after a House ethics 
committee had voted to recommend 
that he be stripped of his title. 

The state Ethics Commission also 
concluded late last year that Fitzger- 
ald and his aide had violated stale 
statutes by accepting Ihe bequest 
from a woman who had come to them 
for help. 

Then, early this month, the Boston 
Herald disclosed that FBI agents had 
found Scullin. That raised even more 
of a public controversy because the 
will had stated that Guzclian did not 
know where the sister was living. The 
FBI had learned lhai Scullin and 
Guzclian exchanged correspondence 
at least until 1980. 

Fitzgerald, meanwhile, has vowed 
lie won't give up a cent, denying any 
wrongdoing. 

“I firmly believe that what I did at 
the time was proper." Fitzgerald said. 

Mary’s downfall 

Mary and El izabct/i Guzclian were 
bom iwo years apart in Camden, the 
daughters of Armenian immigrants. 
After the girls’ father died, they lived 
with their mother in Philadelphia. 

In October 1943. records show. 


Elizabeth married Charles J. Scullin. 
'also a city resident, in. a West' 

Philadelphia-Calholic church. Mary 
and her molhcr, meanwhile, moved to 
the Boston suburbs. 

In Massachusetts, except for' nine 
months when she was married, Mary 
Guzclian lived with her mother. 

But in 1974, when her mother died. 
Guzel inn's life seemed 10 come apart. 
Two years later, health officials were . 
called to her Cambridge house by 
neighbors who demanded, thal it be 
cleaned. 

Some time after that Guzclian left 
ihe house and rented an apartment, 
but also began sleeping on the streets 
of Boslon. In 1981. when she faced 
eviction from the apartment, she 
sought help from Fitzgerald, a state 
legislator who had gained a rcpulu- 
tion as a housing advocate. 

Fitzgerald's aide Patricia McDer- 
mott visited Guzclians' apartment. 

She quickly learned., she and 
Fitzgerald Inter said, that Guzclian 
was not an ordinary “bag lady." Her 
bags. 1 1 of them, were stuffed with 
thousands of $ I bills. 

McDermott also found at least 20 
accounts in Guzclian's name in banks' 
around Massachusetts. 

No one has been able to determine 
exactly where all the money came 
from, bul it’s clear where it went. 

Within days of the discovery. Mc- 
Dermott became Guzclian’s court-ap- 
pointed conservator, responsible for 
her wett-being. A little over u week 
after that, a will had been drawn up 
numing Fitzgerald and McDermoti as 
its main beneficiaries. Former neigh- 
bors of Guzclian have repeatedly 
questioned what McDermott did as 
conservator. Guzelian. they say. was 
left to wander through the streets, just 
‘as she had been doing for years. 

McDermott says she bought u con- 
dominium for Guzcliun, in the Boston 
suburb of Brookline, from Guzclian’s 
funds, and performed many other ser- 
vices. Guzclian used it occasionally, 
but she still lived on the streets of 
Boslon and panhandled. After her 
death, the condo was sold to a com- 
pany owned by relatives of the same 
attorney who prepared the will.

TBILISI, Georgia (AP) — Thou- 
sands of supporters of Zviad Gam- 
sakhurdia, the ousted president of 
Georgia, marched through the streets 
on Saturday chanting, “Down with 
the junta.”

MINNEAPOLIS - Buffalo is loaded with 
players claiming to he the NFL's Michael 
Jordan.

Thus is the scene set for Sunday's Super 
Bowl, the besi against the best for the NFL 
title. » match that seemed destined since the 
season started on Labor Day weekend.

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Conservative NFL finds room for rebels in Hall of Fame

MINNEAPOLIS - Make room in the 
Hall of Fame for ‘three football rebels - Al 
Davis, John Mackey and' John Riggins - 
elected Saturday along with low-profile 
Lem Barney. 

The election of Davis, owner of the Los 
Angeles Raiders, and Mackey, the prototype 
tight end with the old Baltimore Colts, was 
a dramatic reversal for the conservative 
football shrine at Canton, Ohio. 

Both had been passed over previously 


because of their controversial backgrounds. 
Davis for challenging the establishment, 
first with the AFL and then by moving the 
Raiders' from Oakland to Los Angeles, and 
Mackey for his leadership in unionizing the 
players. 

“I’m grateful,” Davis said. “This is a 
tribute to the greatness of the Raiders, a 
culmination of a life’s work. I was kind of 
surprised that it happened. Candidly. I've 
said many times I thought it should have 
happened a long time ago.” 

Davis was a finalist in each of the seven 
years he has been eligible for election. "I'm 


a fatalist." he said. "What will happen will 
happen." 

Davis rose from an obscure personnel 
assistant to commissioner of the AFL and a 
major player in the merger with the NFL. 
He subsequently returned to the Raiders as 
managing general partner and went to court 
when the league tried to block him from 
moving the team from Oakland to Los 
Angeles. He also testified against the NFL 
in the USFL’s antitrust suit. 

Despite the controversy. Davis developed 
great teams and players'. Gene Upshaw, 
executive director of the NFL Players 


Association and one of eight Hall of Famers . 
Davis presented for induct ion. said lie was 
thrilled that his old boss had made it. 

• "How can you talk about ihc history ol 
the NFL without Al?" Upshaw said. 
"Making the Hall of Fame - it’s not a big- 
deal for him. it's a big deal for us." 

Mackey played 10 seasons, catching 331 
passes for 5.236 yards and 38 touchdowns. 
His talent was often overshadowed by his 
labor battles with the league, which many 
fell hurt him in Hall of Fame votes. He was 
elected in his 15th and final year of 
eligibility.

Mack 
Rypien’s skill of throwing deep to 
superb receivers Gary Clark, Ricky 
Sanders and Art Monk, and with a 
solid defense. 

The Skins will win with special 
teams - Chip Lohmillcr ; s two field 
goals will be the difference. 

And they will win'bccause Gjbbs is 
the best coach in the league. 

Washington scored 485 points this 
season, getting many of them against 
defenses far better than Buffalo’s. 
With Earnest Byncr and Ricky Ervins 
operating behind the Hogs, the Skins 
arc powerful enough to run over, 
Buffalo and quick enough to scoot 
around the Bills.

Former Soviet republics 
will unite for Olympics

MOSCOW - Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin and Juan Antonio 
Samaranch, president of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee, Saturday 
reached an agreerpent that will allow 
athletes of the former Soviet Union 
to compete at the Winter and Sum- 
mer Olympics. 

Samaranch told a news conference 
that athletes from the five former 
Soviet republics that arc sending 
competitors would form a single 
united. team in the Winter Olympics 
in Albertville, France. 

Following the Winter Games, he 
• said, • he expected the National 
Olympic Committees of the 12 for- 
mer Soviet republics to be fully rec- 
ognized at a meeting of the IOC be- 
fore the Barcelona Olympics. 

Samaranch, who met with Yeltsin 
in the Kremlin, said he and the Ruy. 
sian leader shared one goal: 'To 
protect the athletes, to help the ath- 
letes take part in the main competi- 
tion, in this case the Winter Games 
in Albertville and the Summer 
Ganges in Barcelona.” 

Under the agreement, athletes 
from Russia. Ukraine, Belarus. 
Kazakhstan and Uzbekistan will 
compete In the Winter Games as a 
unified team, Samaranch said. 

•' “If the team is 'a winner, we will 
raise the Olympic flag and play the 
Olympic anthem," he said. “If an in- 
; dividual is the winnfcr. the same 
thing, but after mentioning the name 
: of the athlete belonging to the united 
team, we will also mention the name 


of the republic where he comes 
from.” 

He said the team members would 
wear the same uniform. ‘except for a 
small emblem on the arm indicating 
the athlete’s home republic. 

Following the Winter Games. 
Samaranch said the IOC would meet 
March 9 in Lausanne. Switzerland, 
to discuss recognition of the national 
committees of the 12 former Soviet 
republics. 

“I think. 1 hope wc will be in a . 
condition to recognize all the nalion'4.1 
al committees of the different re- 
publics asking for recognition." _ 
Samaranth said. 

Following recognition, he said, 
the rules would change slightly for - 
the Summer Games. 

"If ihcrfc is a team, we will raise 
the Olympic flag and play the 
Olympic anthem." he said. “If The 
winner is an individual, we will raise 
the fiag of the national Olympic 
Committee of the athlete’s country, 
and wc will play the anthem of this 
republic.” . 

Samaranch said he agreed with a 
Yeltsin proposal that the former So- 
viet National Olympic Committee, 
headed by Vital Smirnov, become 
the Russian National Committee. 

He said that as of Jan. 1, 1993. the 
former Soviet republics would have 
full and equal rights with other 
Olympic national committees, under 
one condition. "During the year 
1992, all the republics have to take 
part not only in the Olympic Games, 
but in all major sports competitions 
around the world as a unified team ." 
Samaranch said.

businesses,. '. 

1 Change takes place in organizations with 
# technology, structure or people. Changing 
policies, procedures, or machines is the 
easy part. Getting people to change their 
attitudes or behavior is quite another. 

How can you get employees to change 
when business dictates it has to bc-done7 
There are no easy answers, but the process 
is always the same. 

Kurt Lewin became fascinated with 
change. In 1947 he published his famous

freeze theory. Lewin said that there are 
three phases of change: unfreezing, 
changing, and refreezing. 

Lewin found that people must be 
motivated to change, lcam new behavior, 
and then go thrqugh a refreezing process. 

Unfreezing begins with feelings of 
dissatisfaction, uncertainty, or an aspiration ■ 
for something better. People must be 
motivated to thaw or get out of the 
comfortable rut. 

Employees who resist arc literally 
"frozen.” Ignoring, resisting, or denying 
change arc typical reactions. Ignorcrs hope 
this “new" stuff will- go away like a stray 


pup if they avoid it long enough. 

Denial and resistance result in “yes but” 
statements. "Yes, I believe in it, but ..." 
"Yes, 1 will try it, but I don’t have time." 
“Yes, but I have always had good results." 

Getting them out of the old ways and 
receptive for change is just a start. 

Phase 2 is where new behaviors, 
attitudes or skills are absorbed. 

Education and training occur here. But 
no amount of education or training matters 
if employees aren’t open to it. 

The last step is refreezing. People will 
slip back into the old ways if this step is 
missed. After new skills are acquired they 
must be practiced. If the environment 
doesn’t allow the employee to practice and 
apply the new learning, reinforcement will 
not take place. 

Change is difficult for all of us. Just try 
putting on your pants using the opposite 
leg or eating with your other hand. Think 


of the amount of repetitive practice that 
went into small, simple behaviors. This 
will help you understand why employees 
appear to overreact to simple changes in 
the work environment 

Machiavelli understood this well. In the 
1500s he wrote, “It must be remembered 
that there is nothing more difficult to plan, 
more uncertain of success, nor more 
dangerous to manage than the creation of a 
new order of things. For the initiator has 
the enmity of all who could profit by the 
preservation of the old order."

When that happens, more than 
20,000 FmHA borrowers across the 
country, can expect to receive 
delinquent account notices, 
according to Kathy Ozer, program 
and policy director for the National 
Family Farm Coalition in 
Washington, D.C. 

The Idaho Rural Council’s annual 
meeting began Friday and ended 
Saturday at the Canyon Springs Inn 
in Twin Falls. “No new notices 
have been sent out to anyone who is 
delinquent because Farmers Home

is waiting for the new regs," O zer 
said. 

The Idaho Farm Bureau has 
-documented 30,000 pounds of 
unwanted pesticides, including 
nearly a ton of DDT, in storage on 
Idaho farms and ranches. 

More unused chemicals will 
likely be -reported, according to 
research specialist Bill Schaeffer, as 
the Idaho Farm Bureau continues to 
receive responses to the 17,000' 
chemical inventory forms it mailed 
in November. As of late last week, 
288 Idaho farmers and ranchers had 
responded. 

Producers enrolled in the federal 
farm program and selling malting 
barley on the open market should 


do some arithmetic before the sale, 
said Tim MeGreevy, administrator 
for the Idaho Barley Commission. 
Unless premiums paid for malting 
barley are more than 16.6 cents per 
bushel, Idaho growers are better off 
selling their product as feed grain, 
he said. “If you’re not in the farm 
program it doesn’t matter. But if 
you are and you have open market 
malting barley, make sure you’re 
getting at least 16.6 cents per bushel 
premium " 

Through most of the 1980s, the 
potato market charted a predictable 
course: two years of low prices 
followed by a year when prices 
were good. Harry Fraser, publisher 
of Fraser’s Potato Newsletter from 
his home in Charlottetown, Prince 
Edward Island, said successive 
strong market years in 1988-90 - 
messed up that equation.

Q. I have to let my cat and dog in 
and outside many times a day. August 
of cold air blows in each time. Will a 
door-mounted pet door really help 
much and can I make one myself? 
B.C. 

A. Opening your door sc vend limes 
a day to let your pels in or out Wastes 
a lot of heat in the winter. In the sum- 
mer. it allows heat and humidity to get 
indoors. If your pets are like my cat 
Ralph, they never seem to he in a hur- 
ry to gel through the door. 

A pet door dial mounts in the bot- 
tom of your door saves energy. In ad- 
dition to being a much smaller open 
area than when opening your door, a 
pet door is only open when your cal is 
actually moving through it. It is not 
held open while your cat makes up it 
mind to come in or out. 

Good quality cut and dog pel doors 
often utilize a brush-type weather- 
stripping that seats well when it is 
closed. This not only reduces heated 
room air loss, but it reduces drafts in 
your home. Wills less drafts over your 
feet, you can often set your thermostat 
down a degree or two. 

1 One of the most effective types of 
pet doors utilizes a battery-operated 
electro-mechanical lock. You can se- 
lect "in-only", “out-only", "both", or 
’Hocked". The door itself is made of 
clear plastic so your pet can see 
through it and is not frightened walk- 
ing through it. 

; Your pet wears a small collar with a 
special small magnet on it. A sensor 
in the pet door, senses the magnet and 
allows only your pet to enter or exit. 
Without the collar, it will , not open. 
This keeps stray cals or other small 
animals, from visiting on cold winter 
evening^. 

Another design of pel door has the 
same four settings but without the 
magnetic-sensing lock. Others use a 
flexible clear plastic that bends in or 
out. Magnets are used to center the 
door in the closed scaled position. 

•These pet doors are very e;u»y to in- 
stall yourself. You just saw a hole 
through the bottom of the door. and 
screw the indoor and outdoor halves 
over the hole. They arc made with at- 
tractive trim panels. Special kits arc 
also available to mount a pet door 
through a glass patio door panel. 

You can easily make an insulated 
pet door yourself. Make a plywood 
tunnel frame and hang a door from a 
hinge at the top. Glue rigid foam insu- 
lation board to the door. You can also 
niakc a two-door unit. With one “in- 
otily" > door and one "out-ojily" door, 
each door only swings one direction. 
.This allows you to use a lighter-seal- 
ing type of weatherstripping.

Q. I have a cracked pane of glass in 
one of my windows and I think that I 
can fed a slight air leak through it. 
Does much air leak in a crack and 
what is the easiest way to repair it?

; A. Quite a bit of air can leak in and 
out of a crack in window glass. Hie 
size of the crack can vary depending 
on weather conditions and the season. 
You ; shout'd replace it with a new 
pane. 

Wear heavy gloves and glasses 
when removing the old' glass. Using a 
heat gun will often soften the old 
caulk or putty. Remove the glass and 
clean out ail the old putty. Then paint 
the wood before installing the new 
glass. This seals the wood to prevent 

future moisture damage.
